junior college, put our educational facilities 
far ahead of the average community. The 
defects in our school facilities can be reme¬ 
died. But it will take time and patience. 

There has been a tendency to blame the 
school trustees, present and past, for al¬ 
lowing the present situation to develope. 
Looking back, it is difficult to see at just 
what point a different course should have 
been taken under circumstances then ex¬ 
isting, to bring about what is now recog¬ 
nized as desirable. The future will he 
easier to chart, because school systems ai’e 
undergoing radical changes everywhere, 
mostly following standards toward which 
the Pasadena school system has been work¬ 
ing for some time. 

Our own system is partly inde{)endent 
and partly joined with that of Pasadena. 
It must be coordinated from bottom to top 
with that of Pasadena to get maximum re¬ 
sults. Our school ti'ustees are alive to the 
problems and may be trusted to recommend 
the right policy when the time comes for 
the next step ahead. In the mean time 
don’t let the minor defects obscure the 
gi'eat and manifold advantages offered. 
When talking about our schools remember 
there are few communities offering finer 
school piivileges anywhere. Encourage the 
trustees who are trying to build a better 
school system by commending what we al¬ 
ready have that is so fine.

" 4 HEAD of the town” ha.s been a .sort of 
slogan around the News office for a 
good many years. It was not said in any 
l)oastful way but had reference to the riiat- 
ter of printing equiptment. At every stage 
more than fifteen years the News shop 
has had mechanical equipment for the pro¬ 
duction of vastly more printing than the 
town could consume. 

This policy was followed partly with a 
view to printing for out of town customers, 
and partly to be prepared for the future 
development. Additions have been made 
repeatedly to the News equiptment during 
th^t period. Sometimes it would have been 
possible to purchase second-hand equip¬ 
ment at considerable .saving, with which the 
shop force could “get by.” Instead, the 
policy has always been to buy the newest 
and best equipment on the market for the 
particular puiijose it was to meet. 

During the present week the publishers 
of the News have contracted for a new 
Kelly press, a high speed automatic machine 
with great production capacity for the high¬ 
est grade of work. This is a unit which 
few country printers have the courage to 
buy, although it is widely used in the larg¬ 
est printing plants of the country. It took 
a great deal of faith in Sierra Madre as a 
place to sell printing and as a place to do 
printing to justify the purchase of this' 
press. i 

In addition a large power paper cuttei- will 
be added to the shop equipment. This 
will replace a smallei’ hand-operated ma- ^ 
chine and will be an imix)rtant factor in the' 
production of high class printing in quantity. 

The friendly jest usually brought forth 
by the news of the purchase of a lot of 
expensive printing machinery is: “Weil, 
you fellows must be making a lot of money 
to be able to do that soi’t of thing.” But 
that is not the point. Whether the shop 
has ever made any money or not, the new 
e(iuipment must pay its own way. Unless 
that is possible the machinery cannot be 
justified. I 

The News has a just claim on the largest 
possible patronage within the capacity of 
the community. To publish the kind of 
pai)er which Sierra Madre deserves requires 
the maintaining of a certain working force. i 
The newspaper does not occupy the force 
nor the shop equipment for the entire 
week. To maintain this force the shop must 
keep busy on commercial printing, So in [ 
patronizing the printing department Sierra 
.Madre people ai’e making possible the build¬ 
ing of a better newspaper at the .same time.;

NLESS Sierra Madre 


wants to lag be- 
hind most of the other towns of South¬ 
ern California it will get its recreation park 
program under way without delay. Voters 
will do well to read the article on Page two 
of this issue, reprinted from the Glendora 
Press. It tells the result of investigations 
made of the piirk facilities and park patron¬ 
age of various communities. In nearly 
every instance the parks, especially the re¬ 
creational parks, are considered among the 
greatest civic assets. Glendora has a park 
bond proposition now before the voters.

"health brakes” are on. 

"He is lean and lanky like 
his father,” or "he always was 
stunted” are not rea.sons for 
growth failure, nwhole.some health 
habits, physical <lcfects or illness 
are the usual “health brakes.” 

The whole family watches the 
baby grow. But the “runabout” 
youngster too often grows “like 
Topsy.” Regular health stock 
taking is often abandoned. Con¬ 
tinue to check up on the child’s 
health as he gets older. Give 
him regular physical emamina- 
tions, do not wait until he fails 
to grow or is ill before consult¬ 
ing a clinic or family phy..^ician. 

Di.sease<l tonsils, adenoids and 
teeth may pour bacteria and tox¬ 


ins into the body faster than rest, 
fresh air and food* can fight them. 
Na.sal obstructions permit less air 
in the body. Lack of air is lack 
of needful oxygen. Poor “breath¬ 
ers” u.-ually mean poor sleepers, 
and a poor sleeper is not a well 
nourished chibl.

Health rules learned during 
childhood remain through life. .A 
properly nourished child grows 
into a healthful adult with full 
phy.sical faculties for u.sefulness. 
Mental capacity and proper func¬ 
tioning depend largely on physical 
well-being. 

To free the race from disea.se, 
attention must be directed in the 
building up of re.sistance during 
childhood. It is towards this aim 
that the Los .Angeles County 
health department has establisliel 
fourteen summer health schools in 
the county, states Dr. .1. L. Boin- 
eroy, county health officer. 

In these .schools are 400 .school 
children, r(-pre.senting all .social 
clas.ses, who, in a rectuit survey, 
were screened out as being phy.s- 
icaily below par. Through a seven 
and one-half weeks’ program of 
[iroper nutrition and iraining in 
personal hygiene, they are being 
put back on the road to health, 
li is a demonstration on which 
liie eye.s of public health exjio- 
nents of the entire country are 
focused; a demonstrution made 
possible through the Cliristma.s 
Seal .sale of the Los .Angeles 
County Buhlic: Health .Assoel.ition. 
'The armour of a sound body in 
childhood is the basic principle in 
the national fight against tuber¬ 
culosis. 

It is toward building uji the* ro- 
si.slance against disease of the 
children of Los -Angeles County 
that the health detiartment and 
the Public Health .Association are^ 
focu.siiig their attention. 

To achieve lasting re.-ults, Dr. 
Elizabeth Saphro, head of the 
county child hygiene division, 
urge.s the cooperation of mothers 
in the home. 'The following table 
of food and fod values is given as 
a guide for a well balanced diet, 
which Dr. 1!. V. .McCollum, noted 
food expert, emphasized as abso¬ 
lutely nece.s.sary for the health and 
growth of the child. 

Breakfast—Milk, cereal with 
cream and .sugar (or eggs and 
bacon), toa-t and butter, fruit. 

Lunch—Hot dish, milk, vege¬ 
tables, breail, dessert. 

Dinner—Milk, meat oi substi¬ 
tute, one starchy vegetable, two 
fresh »vegctables, one leafy; bread 
jind butter, des.sert. Milk may he 
used in any form of a hot dish or 
dessert. 

Rule for Food Comhinatioiis 

Any food that will not poison 
you of itself may he comhined 
with any other food that i.s not 
a poison. 

Cla.ssitication of FihkIs 

Proteins, Definition: .A group of 
compounds widely distributed in 
nature forming the main constit¬ 
uents of the tissues. 

Use in the body: Proteins are 
used to build tissues.

Amount necessary for a well 
balanced diet 50 per cent of the 
total calorie value should be car¬ 
bohydrate. 

Main sources: Sugar, starches, 
bread, potatoes, macaroni, rice, 
vegetables, fruits, cake, candy, etc. 

Fats—Definition: Fats are de- 
r'ved from animal and va'cgtable 
sources. They have tlie same 
chemical constitutents as carbohy¬ 
drates only in different combina¬ 
tion. Use in the body: Conctm-
